Of Educators 


Names of one present and two 
former prominent college admin- 
istrators have been used in the 
naming of Santa Ana College’s 
three newest structures. 

The new science building will be 
called Hammond Hall in honor of 
the first president of the college, 
Dana King Hammond. He retired 
in 1942 and now lives in Los 
Angeles, 

The gymnasium, which was ded- 
icated last Friday, is named Bill 
Cook Gymnasium for A. J. (Bill) 
Cook, athletic director, who join- 
ed the college coestiny. staff in 
1927 after starring in University 
of Southern, California sports. 

College Hall, now under con- 
struction, will be known as Phillips 
Hall, honoring a former drama 
and speech department chairman, 
Ernest Crozier Phillips. Mr. Phil- 
lips, who died in 1950, was with 
the college faculty from the col- 
lege’s founding in 1915 until 1949.

A special session of the Orange County Superior 
Court Wednesday morning was the first civic meeting held 
in SAC’s new Bill Cook Gym. 

Superior Judge Franklin G. West presided over the 
special session during which 58 new citizens received their 


final naturalization papers. Dr. D. 
C. McNaughton, SAC _ director 
welcomed the naturalization class 
and they were greeted by repre- 
sentatives of patriotic and civic 
societies. 

Ernest Crain, SAC _ political 
science chairman, and Don Beau- 
dry, pre-law student, negotiated 
for permission to move the court 
session from the courthouse to the 
college gym in order that political 
science, history classes and other 


interested students could attend 


the ceremony. 


Judge West and naturalization 
officals approved the unusual lo- 
cation of the court session also 
making it possible for several hun- 
dred friends and relatives of those 
receiving their final papers to at- 
tend. Small court rooms have not 
permitted large attendance at pre- 
vious naturalization ceremonies.

ENGLISHMAN PREFERS | 
DESK JOB TO NATURE

When Derek Lovett delivered papers by moonlight 
on the sparsely settled edge of Vancouver, British Colum- 
bia, and heard black bears and cougars rustling through 
the underbrush in the roadside woods, he decided a news- 


paper desk job would be less haz- 
ardous. He is now studying jour- 
nalism at SAC. . 

Lovett and his parents arrived 
in British Columbia from London, 
England, in 1948, and settled on 
Grouse Mountain at the bottom of 
a ski lift. Soon he was quite pro- 
ficient on skis. 

Riding in horse shows was an- 
other of Lovett’s accomplishments. 
‘He also ran track, and in England 
he was goal keeper on the Latimer 
School soccer team and bowler on 
the cricket team. 


Rows On Thames 

Rowing on the Thames and 
later in Canada claimed much of 
Lovett’s spare time. He now owns 
a Snowbird and sails at Balboa, 
San Diego and the Salton Sea, 

Lovett’s father was an officer 
‘in the Royal Navy, and during 
World War II the family moved 
a number of times to his various 
stations, including moves to Scapa- 
flow and Edinburgh and one to 
Inverness where they speak the 
most perfect Eriglish in the world. 
Inverness is also the home of the 
legendary Loch Ness monster. 


Although Lovett often got up in 
the night to hurry to an air raid 
shelter, his home was never hit, 
but houses around his were de- 
molished. 


Fate Decides Residence 
-In 1951 Lovett and his parents 
came to the United States and 
were on their way to San Diego 
when a blowout decided their des- 
tiny. Fate struck near the TV 
Motel in Santa Ana, and after 


staying there overnight they look- 
ed around and settled on Orange 
County as a permanent home. 
They now make their home in 
Garden Grove where Lovett works 
part time at the Safeway. 


After graduating from Santa 
Ana High in ’54, Lovett made a 
trip to Europe. The first passage 
available back to the United 
States was in. November, making 
it too late to register at SAC that 
fall for credit, but he enrolled as 
an audit student until the follow- 
ing February, when he registered. 

Lovett thinks Americans are 
easy to get along with and ap- 
proves of the fact there is no class 
distinction here. He also likes our 
less formal school system.
